ILLUSTRATED SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON

As we have seen these 
past 
several weeks, in his work of es­ 
tablishing “ the kingdom of God” 
Jesus tried in every way pos­ 
sible to impress upon those who 
were sympathetic to his n e w 
idea that this God-initiated work 
was and should continue to be 
dynamic. Such a principle, we 
have also seen, is psychological­ 
ly sound in dealing with human 
nature. 
Two 
things 
Jesus 
carefully 
avoided. He did not reduce his 
teachings to a logically arranged 
system of thought. He saw that 
this was the trouble with the re­ 
ligion of his day. For example. 
his whole interpretatioi of t h e 
meaning and right use of the 
Sabbath—which got him 
i n t o 
life-long trouble with contempor­ 
ary religious leaders—was an ef­ 
fort to show that “ the letter kill­ 
e d , but the spirit giveth life.” 
He wa* emphasizing the inner 
meaning 
of God’s 
“ reign” — 
realized and allowed—in the life 
of man. 
“ The kingdom of God is with­ 
in you.” he declared. 
Nor did he found an institu­ 
tion, in the static sense of the 
w'ord. This is defin tely implied 
hy his practically negligible use 
of the word “ church.” He felt 
that organization was as danger­ 
ous to spiritual growth as were 
the prescribing and observing of 
outward ceremonies and 
c us- 
toms. So Jesus 
studiously 
re­ 
frained from either codifying his 
thought or setting up a n .organ­ 
ization. Instead, he inaugurated 
a dynamic movement. 
This dynamic movement was 
to demonstrate its truth and ef­ 
fectiveness by its unprecedented 
and unsurpassable a b i l i t y to 
bring unity among men. T h i s 
w’as because its outlook and out­ 
reach were universal. One of the 
amazingly authentic proofs of 
Jesus’ claim was the way 
in 
which this idea not only tran­ 
scended the narrow nationalistic 
viewpoint of his day, but is also 
the highest ideal for s o c i e t y 
which man can even yet imag- 
, ine.

resurrection,

While Washington is watching an organizational growth similar to 
the World War II pattern of controls, production bottlenecks, man­ 
power shortages and other problems, Lend-Lease hasn’t made an 
official appearer e 
The nearest thing to it is the present military 
assistance program by wn h the United States is 
supplying limited quantities of military equipment 
to North^AtlanLc Fact Allies. 
World War II Lend-Lease was much broader 
than thia however inasmuch as the program then 
resulted in the shipment of clothing, food, in­ 
dustrial equipment, ships, railroads and almost 
every conceivable item. 
Officials concede that should a more rapid mili­ 
tary build-up of our Allies be required, a new ver­ 
sion of Lend-Lease may become ne* assary. 
They point out that to mobilize the full produc­ 
tion potential of such countries as Britain and 
Prance, it would be necessary to provide them 
with food, clothing, shipping and industrial equip­ 
ment to stabilize their domestic economies under 
the burden 0/ military output. 
However. In the light of mistakes attributed to the Lend-Lease pro­ 
gram in the Inst conflict, the administration and Congress is main­ 
taining a "go-slow, wait-and-see" attitude to such a vast step.

Courthouse observers pointed 
out that Penn’s vote was cast on 
the last day of his term of office. 
He was defeated at the polls 
last November by Mace.

Mace, whose term began Mon- j 
day. will cast the deciding vote— 
either to furnish the money or 
kill the project.

Senate Civen Bill 
On (Control Of 
Radio, V ideo 


W ASHIN GTO N . Jan, 6 — The 
administration pressed today for 
Senate action on 
a bill 
which 
opponents claim would give the 
m ilitary board power to control 
or 
halt 
radio 
and 
television 
broadcasts. 
Congressional sources 
s a i d 
that a draft of the proposed bill. 
which has not yet been 
made 
public or printed, was sent to 
Capitol Hill by the Defense De­ 
partment along with a covering 
letter asking quick considera­ 
tion. 
The bill is known as the Elec­ 
tromagnetic 
Radiation 
Control 
Act. It would continue President 
Truman's present authority 
to 
take over radio 
and television 
networks in time of war or na­ 
tional emergency. This provision 
is unopposed. 
However, the bill would 
also 


enable the 
President to seize 
these facilities “ when he deems 
it necessary in the interest of 
national security" and to trans­ 
fer these powers to another ag­ 
ency, presumably the military. 
The m ilitary’s position is un­ 
derstood to be that controls are 
necessary 
to 
prevent 
enemy 
bombers or guided missiles from 
being directed to an American 
city that might be their target 
by radio frequencies. 
Senate sources sympathetic to 
the bill explained that the -prob­ 
lem of breaking up the frequen­ 
cies so that the enemy can not 
ride them “ in for the kill” re­ 
quires advance planning.
